some days ago Reynolds 
com- 
plained of the service of the steamship 
company 
In delivering freight

Settlement and said It was miserable; 
that It cost the Settlement 
time 
and 
money on account of the delays and he 
recommended that a contract be made 
with some other 
transportation 
com- 
pany. 
He said thnt the Hawaiian 
Naviga- 
tion Company, 
which owned 
two 
gaso- 
line schooners, the Eclipse 
and 
Sur- 
prise, wns willing to make a contract 
with the board to do all its freighting 
for $S0O a month, and to do the work 
ns Reynolds 
would 
like It to be done. 
Reynolds said then that often freight 
offered 
the Wilder 
company was

fused on account of

other business and that during a rush 
some months ago the Leper Settlement 
was neglected utterly for two or three 
wejks.

that Pratt came to Honolulu at the 
In- - 
utiiratlon or the Masonic 
Grand Lodge 
of Washington, 
D. C, for the specific 
purpose of attempting 
the cure of an 
alleged leper who was supposed to bo 
on Molokal. 
The patient 
whom Pratt 
was to get 
Into communication 
with 
and who knew of his coming. 
Is a Ma 
son of the 33d degree, and although ad 
judged by the examining board as be 
ing a leper, there were extenuating 
cir- 
cumstances 
in his case whleh at 
best 
were such as to cause others to believe 
that It was merely suspicious. The man 
Is not at Molokal, but at thq Kalihi Re- 
ceiving Station. 
Pratt, however, 
did 
not know 
this, and therefore made

bat! break 
upon landing

nouncing that he was a leper and want 
ed to go to Molokal. 
Had he Kept Ms 
mouth closed, it is thought that a por-
